The Anticipation oi Interest and Pur- 


chase oi Bonds. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—Secretary Fair- 


child's announcement yesterday of the 
anticipation of interest and purchase of 
bonds involves about $50,000,000. The in- 
terest to bo anticipated aggregates about 
$22,000,000, and the sinking fund requires

The claimant is Mrs. Mary Casey, 
of Washington, O. Her husband, John 
Casey, served during the revolution in the 
Virginia lino. 


He died in 1845 at the age of seventy- 


five. A few Years prior he was married to 
Mary Clark, then sixteen years old. Ten 
years ago Mrs. Casey filed application for 
a pension, but it was pigeon-holed on some 
technicality and was but rocently called to 
Commissiner Black's attention. No valid 
reason existed for the delay and the claim 
was allowed.

Austria's Efforts to Settle the 


Question of Succession 


in Bulgaria. 


The Prohibition Party inEngland—

THK BULGARIAN QUESTION. 


LONDON, Aug. 4.—The effort which the 


Porte is now making to obtain a confer- 
enc e of the Powers on the Bulgarian ques- 
;ion is not likely to succeed. Russia will 
not take part in any such conference— 
neither will she comply with such deci- 
sion as a majority of the Powers would be 
ikely to arrive at. It is stated that Austria 
is now actively engaged in an attempt to 
__ ng order out of chaos, and is in constant 
communication with the Bulgarian min- 
;stry in pursuit of that object. This state- 
ment undeniably accounts for the reports 
that Prince Ferdinand would soon make 
liis entry into the Bulgarian capital, take 
the 
prescribed 
oath 
of 
office 
and 


ascend the throne of tbe principality; but 
the mere fact that Austria is endeavoring 
to smooth his path to the ruler'hip ot 
Bulgaria, gives no assurance that Ferdi- 
nand will be permitted to take his seat, or 
at least to remain in it if he should for any 
longer time than will be required for 
Russian troops to reach Sofia and drive 
aim out. Probably it does not make a 
great deal of difference to the Sultan per- 
sonally who may be the nominal ruler of 
Bulgaria, so long as the Porte receives tha 
usual 
instalments of 
tribute money 


from the revenues of the principality, 
since he' is powerlees to place in tha 
seat made vacant by the enforced .indica- 
tion of Prince Alexander, an unqualified 
representative of the Turkish empire; but 
for political reasons he would be better 
iiitisliedto have the country ruled by a 
prince of Kussia's cboosinj,, or at least, in 
whose selection Russia shall acquiesce. As 
a matter of fact, howcjvi-r, thcru can bo no 
l-nler of Bulgaria whose accession to the 
throne is not acceptable to Russia, unless

Cxar's armies 
in tho field, and 


then1 is as yet no apparent disposi 
tion on tho part of any combination of 
European powers to undertake the task of 
coercing the Russian Empire into nibmis- 
sion, at an incalculable cost of blood and 
treasure, in order that one little prince or 
another may pla)' king iiiidur tin- suze- 
rainty of tha Sultan. Russia lias her foot 
upon Bulgaria and intends to keep it there, 
and any assistance she may need in dictat- 
ing tho precise condition of government 
which shall prevail in that principality 
will promptly be forthcoming from Tur- 
ki-y and France.

A Wicked Attempt on Life and Prop- 
erty. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 3.-A crazy Irishman 


whose name the police have not yet dis 
closed, tried to blow up the British ocean 
steamer Queen, of the National Line, this 
afternoon. He rowed up in a small boat 
alongside the Queen and threw a bottle 
containing 
some 
kind 
of 
explosive 


on 
board.

which 
set 
fire 
to 
the 


steamer. The flames, however, were soon 
extinguished. The police went in pursuil 
of the fellow in a row-boat. He had pu( 
out for the Jersey shore, but they captured 
him before he succeeded in making a land 
ing and brought him to police 
head- 


quarters. He said he was one of a bane 
of men who had effected an organization 
having for its chief object the destruction 
with explosives of every vessel carrying 
the British flag. 


The broken bottle was brought to poli-e 


headquarters also. It contained keroscu- 
naphtha and rags soaked in chemicals. 
The prisoner took it coolly. "I was thwart- 
ed in this," he said, "but there are plenty of 
others at work, who will avenge the insult 
to American vessels and burn every vessel 
carrying the British flag." 


At Mooney's examination it was devel- 


oped that the bottle which he threw on the 
Queen's deck contained phosphorous. A 
hole twenty feet long and ten feet wide 
was burned in the deck before the flames 
were extinguished. There were two hun- 
dred people on board the steamer, and she 
was loaded with a cargo worth half a 
million dollars. 


Besides the dagger found on Mooney he 


also carried a 3'2-caliber revolver, new, 
and a lot of newsaper clippings relative to 
the Canadian fisheries questions. 
He 


seemed to be full of this subject, and re- 
marked that if it -was lawful to haul down 
the American flag in Canadian waters, il 
was just as lawful to haul down the 
English flag in America. Mooney was 
born in Ireland, and has been in this 
country for fifteen years. He was com 
mitted for examination.

this town, where an arm of the great 
south bay reaches up to his vast lawns. 
Of course you can not run much of a 
hennery without a first-class hennist to 
boss things, and keep the Eolidans from 
laying Plymouth Kock eggs, and the 
Langshans from getting feathered up like 
the ordinary black Cochin of commerce. 
H. C. Tarns, of England, was brought over 
to Oakdale and put in charge of all the 
acres he needed to start a fine egg farm. 


After carefully mapping the ground Mr. 


Tarns proceedtd to build summer houses 
and winter

These 
he located in a handsome building hard 
by the pleasant cottage his employer had 
built for him. When the chicks were born 
he had provided patent brooders, queer 
combination o£ steam-pipes and lambs' 
wool, under which they nestled and grew 
up fifty at a time with tbe idea that they 
had a terrible steam mother who could lick 
all the other hens in tbe country, even if 
she could not scratch for a living. 


Last spring Mr. Tama added to the 


poultry outfit a lot of cement-bottomed 
duck-ponds and goose-lakes; also houses 
for the accommodation of such Pekin 
docks, Poland geese and other swell pal- 
mids-as were graciously pleased to accept 
Mr. Vanderbilt's hospitality. With the 
approval of Mr. Vanderbilt, Mr. Tarns 
took a Mr. Marshall into partnership and 
arranged to open tke "Idle Hour Farm 
Depot" on Forty-second street in this town.

Your committeee appointed to confer 


with Mr. Foster, ex-sheriff, relative to a 
settlement of matters between him and 
the county would report that we met 
with him and he, in way of compromise, 
first proposed to pay $211287; after- 
wards in a communication as follows, 
made the following proposition: 


DKCATUU, ILL., July 28,1837. 


HON. 
It. II. WOODCOCK, Chairman Board oi 
Supervisors: 


Dear air—I address this communication to 


you, not only because I promised to Inform yon' 
as to my decision on the proposition tor u com- 
)»omjse of the dlilerencus between myself and 
tlie board ot supervisors on the basis ot a pay- 
ment by me oi $1,301.27, but also because you 
are a member of Die committee appointed by 
Uutboaid to confer with me, and chairman of 
the bouid. I regret, exceedingly, that I can not 
tioiv consent to tne proposition Mi;nlemc, I rec- 
ognize that in maRiiiL' it, the committee have 
receded Irom much ol the loimer demands ot 
the board, and have exhibited a proper desire 
to settle this unhappy allalr with credit to botli 
parties; but having carelully considered the 
Items making up the amount, there is so much ot 
it that is, to my mind, Inequitable, that 1 cannot 
at present give my own consent to the proposi- 
tion. 1 do not befieve that any member either 
ol tlie committee or the board desires me to re- 
pay to Die county any item of tiie account 
against me from wh'ch I have icceived no per- 
sonal benellt. The item in the proposed .settle- 
ment ot »"2,i!8.40of tees of ex-slierlffs collected 
by me, lias been by rue collected and reported to 
the board. It these tees had been paid into tlie 
countv treasury, then the board, according to 
its practice, could have paid tlie same sum back 
to me, because it had always paid me the differ- 
ence between my receipts as shei'ilt and the ex- 
penses ot my ollice—and my receipts would have 
been less, exactly the ,sum turned into tiie treas- 
ury. 
The item of ins and outs, S3«:j.50, ami jail- 
or, §640.00, are tor expenses as jailor that were 
absolutely necessary; and the last one * as j/aid 
me by expicss resolution ot the board. From 
the aggregate ot these three items, 43,111.00,1 
have received no pecuniary benefit directly or 
i 


indiu'ctly. In a spirit ot compromise, und t'j 
show that the proposition for a compromise was 
made in good faith. 1 ottered if tiie committee 
would deduct from the ij*,30i 27 the amount of 
ex-sherilt's tees collected bv me, to-wit, 3'2,18S.40, 
to pay thii balance, or si,112.87. 
This would 


leave me to repay tlie othei two items named 
above, which 1 consider unjust to me, anil not 
required by law. Hut rather than have It said 
I stood out aibitrarily on my ritrhts, 1 made the 
oiler. 1 now oiler to do more tiian this. With- 
out entering into particulars and solely for tlie 
purpose o i settlement of this trouble and to 
have my peace of mind lestored, t offer to pay 
Into the County Trciksury 82,500 on condition 
that tome tinal and conchibive action oi the 
Hoard shall be spread upon its records by which 
1 am forever and fully icleasedfiom any and all 
obligations to tho Board ot Supervisors or the 
County ol Macon on account of my having been 
ijhcrln. In niaklno; this oiler, it must be under- 
stood that I not only do not admit any llabilily 
to the County for such sum, but that 1 expressly 
deny such liability and make it onlv for tlie pur- 
pose of a compromise. There are yet inicullect- 
cd on tlie earnings o( my olllce, in round num- 
bers, about $4,000, ot which probably $2,000 can 
be collected. If the Board of Supervisors and 
myseli had not both proceeded on a misappre- 
hension of the Uw, and if further, 1 had not 
been paid in lull for salary and all expenses by 
the boaul, these nncollected earnings would be- 
long to me to be applied to the payment ot sums 
due me; tor it is the spirit and Intent of the law, 
as I am now advised, that the earnings of a 
sheriff, whether collected by him or lu.s success- 
ors, shall be applied to his compensation. It 
my otlur of settlement is accepted, then the 
county treasury will be richer Iwlli 1jy tin- 
amount 1 pay in and by the amount of the earn- 
ings of my olllce yet to be collected; audit tills 
last sum should be £2500.00, then tlie county will 
have obtained .«p,000.(W for the ¥1,3(11.27. which, 
through its comiiiittoi', it h.is expressed a wil- 
lingness to receive in settlement. 1 hope that 
your committee will not lecomniend that all 
cftorls' for a compromise shall cease, for 1 be- 
lieve by the time of the annual September meet- 
ing of the board our dillei ences will all be ami- 
cably, honorably and h.tppily adjusted. This 
meeting of the board occurs some time before 
the term of court at which a trial ot the ques- 
llous between us can be lud; and nu rights can 
te lost to cither party by leaving the question 
open. 


In conclusion J desire to express my thanks 


,o the committee for the iranknesfl with which 
they have treated mo, and to again express my 
regret that we could not icaph a satisfactory 
conclusion.

The committee declined both proposi- 


tions. Yonr committee did not offer to 
accept 84,301.27, but snid to Mr. Foster, 
that if he would make a proposition to 
pay that amount, the committee would 
probably be inclined to report to the 
joardjfavorably upon it. Your committee 
fixed upon that amount because it repre- 
sents moneys improperly retained by 
aim, which were got by reason of origi- 
nating and being in Iris "hands because of 
improper acts of his.

The item of former sheriff's fees it was 


;he duty of tiie sheriff to collect and at 
once pay into the treasury. It had no 
Business in his accounts and should not 
aave been mixed up with hia own collec- 
tions. The money should not have en- 
tered into his ai counts in any way what- 
ever other than simply to report it col- 
.ected and paid in to the treasury as fees 
of Forstmeyer, or whose they are. 


The next item of state receipts repre- 


sents only 40 per cent, of the money he 
received for performing his duties as 
sheriff in conveying persons to the peni- 
;entiary and state reform school. The 
iotel amount he received was $1950.60. 
The committee allowed for expenses on 
;hia item 60 par cent. 


None of this item did he report. For- 


mer sheriffs had done so. It was clearly 
JIB duty under the law to report the full 
$1950,60, and if he had done so the 
county would have saved that exact 
amount. 


The item of §246.33 is money he col- 


lected of litigants during his last term 
only, which he also failed to report, and 
ay reason of his failure to report it drew 
out of the county treasury just that much 
more than he would have done. So by a 
failure of his duty as to this item he has 
;ot improperly the item of §246.33. 
The item of 8112.80 is an estimated 


item arrived at by taking tne amount of 
fees collected by Manzy in six months, 
$9.40, which multiplied by 12 gives what 
Foster received during his six years. Mr. 
Foster did not object to this estimate; 
acknowledged he did not know how much 
had bee a collected during his term, but 
considered this estimate fair.

The 
committee conceded nothing but was 
ready to receive propositions. We at- 
tach hereto a statement prepared for the 
committee 
showing what claim the 


county-has not only against the bonds- 
men but also against him individually. 


Your committee recommend that both 


propositions be rejected, and that the 
following resolution be passed: 


Resolved, That Mr. "W. W. Foster pay 


into the treasury at once the sum ol 
83,368.58 due the county at the end ol 
his first term as sheriff, Dec. 4 J882, and 
that he also pay at once into the treasury 
the sum of 88,124.02, due the county for 
money accruing during his term as sheriff 
ending Dec. 6, 1886, and that in case of 
a failure on the part of the ex-sheriff to 
comply with this resolution, the state's 
attorney be and is hereby instructed to 
bring suit on both bonds at the Septem- 
ber term of the circuit court, and your 
committee be discharged from further 
efforts in this matter.

NEW YOBK, Aug. L—The race of philoso- 


phers is never extinct, and the various species 
of the profession are too numerous too tabu- 
late. Just now, m the midst of the summer 
beat, the disciples of Hegel, Kant and Emei- 
son are sitting at their annual meeting m 
Concord, Mass., to sound the depths o£ 
Aristotle 
In spite ot the witty gibes which 


the paragraphist throws at them when- 
ever they meet, concerning the "n Richness of 
the is" and the "newness of the what," and so 
forth, their nomenclature is only occasion 
ally obscuie, aad the discussions •nhich they 
read and print should not be beyond an 01- 
diuarily well read person's compi eflension 
The town where they assemble is famous not 
only for its early illustration of patriotism in 
the revolutionary conflict, but it is also noted 
as being the most populous home of authors, 
numbered pro rata with othei classes, per- 
haps ui the world. Certainly no town m the
